Tatiana"  letter  to  the  can-

The  letter  defines  the

He  is  also,  as  a  Collins  ex- 
ecutive, getting  ready  for 
next  Monday's  ground- 
breaking for  construction  of 
Collins'  560-car  Chambers 
Street  parking  garage.  He 
expects  Mahoney  and 
Troast,  the  Collins  contrac- 


tors, to  complete  the  garage

Borough  Suggests.  A 
Borough  Township  meeting  on 
a  possible  sewer  connection 
ban  may  be  held  Thursday, 
April  19,  although  the  two 
mayors  have  not  yet  talked 
with  one  another  to  set  a  date. 

Meanwhile.  Borough  Mayor 
Barbara  Sigmund  will  meet 
later  this  week  with  John 
McGee,  chair  of  the  Stony 
Brook  Regional  Sewerage 
Authority  and  its  Township 
representative,  to  discuss  the 
way  sewer  use  costs  are  deter- 
mined. Mayor  Sigmund  still 
wants  a  zero-based  budget 
from  the  Authority. 

Mayor  Sigmund  took  issue 
this  week  with  Dwight  O. 
North  for  defending  the 
Authority  from  the  mayor's 
complaints  about  its  budget 
and  procedures.  The  mayor 
said  Mr  North  developed 
much  of  his  analysis  from  the 
assumption  that  she  was  bas- 
ing sewer  plant  cost  com- 
parison on  data  from  past 
years  when  she  was  not. 

She  explained  that  she  has 
been  comparing  projected 
1984  costs  for  Princeton  and 
for  the  Ewing  Lawrence 
Sewerage  Authority,  in  order 
to  "get  some  sort  of  handle  on 
the  kinds  of  costs  we  presently 
should  be  incurring  for  treat- 
ment of  our  effluent." 

It  was  while  examining  cur- 
rent projected  costs  in  each  of 
the  two  systems  that  she  found 
differences  which  were  un- 
favorable to  Princeton,  she 
said,  adding.

This  policy 
has  led  to  the  acquisition  of 
some    2.300    acres    of    open 
space,  which  includes  large 
parks  and  playgrounds  as  well 
as    smaller    neighborhood 
parks  and  play  areas  for  ac- 
tive recreation,  and  reserva- 
tions and  flood  plain  areas  for 
conservation  and  passive  use. 

The  25  percent  policy  was 
subsequently  adopted  in  the 
Borough,  where  Mr.  Sayen 
founded  the  Borough  En- 
vironmental Commission  in 
1970,  and  was  incorporated  in 
the  1980  Master  Plan. 

Mr.  Sayen  presently  serves 
on  the  Mercer  County  Park 
Commission  and  the  D&R 
Canal  Coalition.  He  is  a 
former  chairman  of  the  Stony 
Brook-Millstone  Watersheds 
Association  and  founded  the 
Princeton  Friends  of  the  En- 
vironment.

One  side  of  the  portfolio- 
sized  hinged  box  is  indeed  a 
portfolio-30  color  paintings  of 
different  species  of  salmon, 
each  one  seemingly  more 
delicately  shaded  and 
carefully  drawn  than  the  next. 
The  other  side  is  text, 
describing  salmon  and  their 
ecology  all  over  the  world. 

Published  at  $100  each, 
Salmon  of  the  World  is  worth 
$500  today,  Mr.  Schwiebert 
says.  Remembrances  of 
Rivers  Past  came  next  and 
was  followed  in  1973  by  Nym- 
phs, a  treatise  on  immature 
aquatic  insects  and  illustrated 
with  page  after  page  of 
original,  carefully  accurate 
insect  drawings,  each  four 
times  life  size. 

Exhaustive  Study.  The  two- 
volume  boxed  work,  Trout, 
was  prompted  by  an  editor  at 
E.P.  Dutton  whose  idea  it  was 
to  do  a  very  big  book  on  the 
state  of  the  art  of  trout  fishing 
covering  six  centuries.  Some 
15  years  in  preparation,  it  has 
close  to  1,800  pages,  15  color 
plates  and  1,000  black  and 
white  drawings  and  diagrams. 
Introducing  and  concluding 
the  work,  and  mingled  along 
with  theory  and  technique,  are 
stream-side  conversations 
and  experiences  all  rendered 
in  clear  and  flowing  prose. 

Close  to  15,000  copies  were 
printed  in  1978  and  were  im- 
mediately snapped  up.  A  new 
edition,  for  which  Mr. 
Schwiebert  is  presently  mak- 
ing considerable  revisions,  is 
planned  for  Christmas,  1984. 


A  new  book  still  in  the  pro- 
cess of  being  written  will  be  on 
the  Katmai  region  of  Alaska, 
where  300-500  million  salmon 
are  spawned  each  year  on  four 
major  watersheds.  It  will 
raise  questions  about  whether 
it  is  feasible  and  desirable  to 
drill  for  oil  in  a  region  near  the 
Bering  Sea  known  for  having 
the  worst  tides,  the  worst 
earthquake  fault,  the  most 
volcanic  eruptions.  An  oil  spill 
or  the  break-up  of  an  oil  rig 
somewhere  in  Bristol  Bay 
could  "erase  a  year's  class  of 
fish,''  he  points  out. 

"The  world  needs  protein  as 
much  as  it  needs  oil,  and  the 
point  is,  why  not  have  both?" 
Mr.  Schwiebert  is  excited 
about  this  book,  which  is  a 
departure  from  his  earlier 
fishing  works  and  is  about  a 
part  of  the  world  he  knows 
well. 

A  Special  Sport.  There  is 
both  power  and  beauty  in 
fishing  with  the  fly,  Mr. 
Schwiebert  thinks.  Even  the 
equipment  is  beautiful.  He 
delves  into  the  library-study 
again  and  comes  back  with  a

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McCarter  Recital  by  Richard  Goode 
Is  Marked  by  Pianistic  Extroversion 


Princeton  University

Richard  Goode  in  the  fourth 
event  of  its  Virtuosi  in  Recital 
serial  held  at  McCarter 
Theatre  on  Monday  evening 
Good's  program  was  drawn 
almost  entire!)  from  the  first 
halt  ot  the  nineteenth  century: 
Sonatina  in  G  Major  (Op  79), 
Sonata  in  C  sharp  Minor  <Op.

Added  to 
this  was  a  twelve-tone  work. 

Ballade."  written  for  the 
pianist  by  the  American 
composer  George  Perle. 


At  first  sight  the  program 
would  appear  to  weigh  a  little 
heavily  in  favor  of  Beethoven 
However,  it  would  be  difficult 
to  tind  three  works  in  the  same 
genre  by  a  single  composer 
which  are  more  dissimilar 
than  these.  The  sonatina  is 
small  in  scope  and  light  in 
character,  but  incorporates 
many  virtuosic  passages;  the 

Moonlight"  is  most  noted  for 
its  depth  of  expressiveness 
barring  its  contrasting 
middle  movement),  and  the 
Sonata  <>p.  28  is  a  work  of 
pastoral  repose.  The  com- 
bination of  these  pieces  in  a 
single  performance  amounts 
to  a  tricky  hit  of  fine 
programming  on  the  part  of 
the  pianist 

Goode  seemed  to  be  at  his 
best  in  these  three  works.  The 
sonatina  was  tossed  off  with 
considerable  energy  Its 
sweeping  runs  were  deftly 
played  and  the  lilt  given  to  the 
third  movement  was  par- 
ticularly delightful.  The  tone 
of  the  "Moonlight's''  first 
movement  was  subdued 
throughout.  Goode's  treat- 
ment of  its  lovely  sustained 
melody  was  sensitive,  but  not 
overly  affected.  The  final 
movement  was  very  fast  and 
facile,  and  the  pianist  made 
the  most  of  its  many  sfor- 
zandi.  A  hyperactive  pedal 
foot  regrettably  added  some 
unneeded  percussive  effects  to 
the  piece,  marring  its  most 
impassioned  moments.  The 
'Pastoral"  Sonata  was  also 
played  very  expressively,  but 
sounded  much  less  pushed 
than  did  the  previous  work.  Its 
folk-like  melodies  were 
allowed  to  emerge  and 
develop  freely,  and  Mr. 
Goode's  control  at  the  softest 
dynamic  levels  was  sublime. 


Romanticism  in  Con- 
temporary Work.  Despite  the 
fact  that  Perle  wrote  his 


"Ballade  in  1951,  the  work  is 
firmly  entrenched  in  the 
Germanic  expressionism  of 
the  late  nineteenth  centurv  It 
is  replete  with  romantic 
qualities,  though  it  speaks  in  a 
more  contemporary  language. 
The  serial  techniques  used  by 
the  composer  are  tempered  by 
the  prevalence  of  thirds, 
giving  the  ear  something 
virtually  tonal  to  hang  onto. 
The  fabric  of  the  piece  is  often 
broken  into  fairly  short 
phrasal  w  ith  an  abundance  of 
rubati  and  fermati.  Goode 
delivered  the  piece  in  a 
coherent  manner,  making  the 
most  of  its  expressiveness  and 
mastering  its  many  un- 
pianistic  passages.  Not  un- 
typical of  McCarter 
audiences,  this  one  received 
the  work  coolly,  to  say  the 

least. 

Goode's  performance  of 
Schumann's    "Fantasia*1 

which  was  substituted  for  the 
scheduled  "Davidsbundler- 
tanze"  written  by  the  same 
composer)  was  not  entirely 
satisfying.  By  its  nature,  the 

work  is  extraordinarily  ex- 
pressive, one  in  which 
Schumann's  creative  genius 
was  allowed  free  rein.  Goode 
seemed  to  force  the  issue 
beyond  reasonable  limits. 
Consequently,       he      was 

somewhat  heavy-banded  with 
the  bass  line,  obscuring  the 
long  tone  melody  in  the  right 
hand  Similarly,  there  was 
some  lack  of  clarity  in  per 
tions  of  the  majestic  second 
movement  When  playing 
most  vehemently,  Goode 
passed  the  brink  of  musicality 
in  his  expressiveness,  and  the 
resultant  note  mistakes  were 
painfully  obvious. 

Be  that  as  it  may,  there 
were  some  marvelous 
moments  in  the  Schumann. 
Goode  played  with  a  strong 
sense  of  the  long  line,  and  his 
phrasing  was  indicative  of  his 
keen  ear  for  harmonic  con- 
tinuity. Inner  melodies  were 
often  clearly  defined,  and  the 
fluidity  with  which  he  played 
was  beyond  reproach.  It  is 
only  unfortunate  that  his 
strident  approach  to  the  music 
interfered  with  its  innate 
beauty. 

Goode  is  clearly  a  pianist 
who  loves  the  romantic  fervor 
of  Beethoven  and  Schumann. 
It  seems  from  this  per- 
formance that  he  would  be 
well  advised  to  ease  up  a  bit  on 
his  pianistic  extroversion  in 
favor  of  letting  the  music 
speak  to  the  listeners  on  its 
own.

Mullin,  Ryan  Make  All-Ivy  Team; 
Carrabino  Named  Player  of  the  Year 

Princeton  seniors  Kevin  Mullin  and  Billy  Ryan  were  among 
six  players  named  to  the  all-Ivy  basketball  team  in  voting 
by  the  league's  coaches.  Both  second  team  honors  and 
honorable  mention  eluded  the  other  Tiger  starters. 

Mullin  along  with  junior  Joe  Carrabino  of  Harvard  and 
senior  Butch  Graves  of  Yale  was  a  unanimous  pick.  Ryan 
was  fourth  in  the  voting,  ahead  of  seniors  Paul  Anderson 
and  Brian  Burke  of  Dartmouth. 

Carrabino  was  the  overwelming  choice  for  Ivy  Player  of 
the  Year  with  31  points.  Ryan  placed  second  with  17,  and 
Graves  third  with  14.  Cornell's  hot  shooting  freshman  John 
Bajusz  ran  away  with  Rookie-of-the-Year  honors,  tabbing 
29  votes,  Perm's  center  Bruce  Lefkowitz  followed  with  17. 
Harvard's  Arne  Duncan  was  third  with  14. 

Five  juniors  were  picked  for  the  all-Ivy  second  team,  in- 
cluding, Ken  Bantum  of  Cornell,  Chris  Kelly  of  Yale,  Bob 
Ferry  of  Harvard,  Karl  Racine  of  Penn,  and  George  Meikle 
of  Columbia.  Perm's  Anthony  Arnolie,  Brown's  Stark 
Langs,  Cornell's  Brad  Bomba  and  Bajusz  received 
honorable  mention. 

For  the  third  consecutive  year,  Graves  won  the  league 
scoring  championship,  scoring  330  for  a  23.6  average.  He 
was  also  a  first-team  selection  last  season.  Mullin  averaged 
16.8  points  per  game  with  a  shooting  percentage  of  62.  He 
was  also  10th  in  rebounding.  Ryan  had  no  competition  as 
the  league's  leader  in  assists,  averaging  six  a  game

At  Hun,  Hendrickson 
quickly  established  himself  as

Raiders  to  a  state  Division  A 
prep  school  state  title  last 
year  and  finishing  second  the 
past  two  in  the  Mercer  County 
Tournament.  His  career 
record  at  Hun  is  69-43. 

Looking  back,  the  per- 
sonable Hendrickson,  who 
also  served  as  a  college 
counselor  at  Hun, 

acknowledged  that  he  will 
miss  the  friendships  that  he 
had  developed  during  his  stay 
at  Hun  among  the  students, 
parents  and  faculty.
